Conveniently laid out within the 35-acre complex are a 
three-flume waterslide, 
the Sky Pond speed 
flume, an Olympic Pool, 
the Duck Pond kiddie 
play area, the Squirt 
Factory children’s water 
activity area, a sand 
beach and lots more.

Center are tennis courts, 
baseball fields, picnic 
grounds, a gymnasium 
complex, amphitheater, 
and a 3-mile long 
riverside hiking/biking 
trail.

:e campground hidden by 25-acres of towering 
trees. Developed sites, grocery store, laundromat, 
showers and group pavilions make this a highly 
rated Good Sam campsite.

t Mallard's 18-hole Golf 
Course, located on 200-acres of 
wooded flatlands, is open daily. The 
Bermuda grass course has been 
ranked as one of the best three public courses to 
play in the state by members of the Dixie Section 
of the Professional Golfers Association of America 
(PGA). "Highways," the official publication of the 

Good Sam camping club, has selected the course as one of its Five Great RV 
Golf Courses in the nation. 

Skirting the banks of the Tennessee River and Flint Creek, the scenic 
course has a U. S. Golf Association rating from the white tees of 69.3 (based 
on a par of 72) and a slope rating of 113 (150 being the most difficult), and 
72.2 rating and 115 slope from the championship tees. Other course 
include a natural stone clubhouse containing a fully equipped pro shop, 
restrooms and shower facilities, a lounge area and patio with picnic tables 
overlooking the 18th hole, and the 19th Hole Coffee Shop.

The evening’s ceremo¬ 
nies begin with the presentation of 
patriotic awards including the coveted 
Audie Murphy Patriotism Award. Past 
recipients of the award include 
General Omar Bradley, astronaut 
John Young, Olympic track star 
Jesse Owens, Secretary of State 
Alexander Haig, and Vietnam 
POW Charles Plumb. In 1984 
President Ronald Reagan was on 
hand when Admiral Donald Whitmire received the 
Murphy Award. A spotlight is then focused on the crowning 
of the winner of the Miss Point Mallard Pageant which is 
followed by a booming fireworks show. 

On Labor Day, history comes alive during the free 
September Skirmish, a Civil War battle reenactment featur¬ 
ing authentic military 
camps, musket firings, 
drills, calvary charges 
and roaring cannons. 
The historical reenact¬ 
ment is held in honor of 
Confederate Gen. Joe 
Wheeler and Gen. John 
Hunt Morgan, who 
both called the region 
their home at some point in their lives. 

The three-day event begins with a Candlelight Tour where 
uniformed soldiers conduct visitors through the candle 
illuminated Civil War campsite. 

The line-up for the remainder of the festival includes a crafts 
fair, living history of daily camp life, Civil War relics displays, 
drill and firing of mid-19th century muskets and mounted 
cavalry patrols. Battles, with charging calvary, marching troops, 
belching cannon and waving flags, are held daily.

/ skies above the park explode with color during the 
Alabama Jubilee Hot-Air Balloon Classic, the states original 
hot-air balloon festival. The three-day event features more 
than 60 pilots from across the nation competing in up to five 
races, live bands, booth activities, arts & craft show and sale, 
antique car & tractor exhibition, tennis and softball tourna¬ 
ments, tasty concessions and children’s games. Races include 
the hare and hound and a fly-in/key-grab. Other balloon 
activities include a fun flight and an evening “ balloomination” 
where inflated and tethered balloons light up the night sky as 
a powerful jet of flame about 9-12 feet long feeds into the 
balloon envelope to keep it inflated. Admission and parking is 
always free at the Jubilee!
